I have seen several variations, but the most common used a synchro-resolver 
to develop a circular pattern much like some radar PPI displays. The 
resolver takes an input voltage and displays it "resolved" into a point 
with ordinate and abscissa voltages dependent on the mechanical position of 
the synchro. They were most used for timing adjustments in rotary 
machinery. A common use is for ignition timing. I have an early 
oscilloscope book that goes into more details. All electronic versions 
were made in later years.

I doubt whether alternator synchronization would need something as 
elaborate as a CRT display when you can use light bulbs or a proper 
synchroscope. Barry's description of a synchro/selsyn XY display may 
have been a use of the term. 


The name was also used for a combined sweeper and oscilloscope where the 
RF sweep was synched internally to the sweep - like a spectrum analyzer. 
They were used for alignment of radios and in some the display section 
was also usable as an oscilloscope. There was a special wobbulator 
available for aligning Racal RA17 bandpass filters which is a 
boatanchor and a half! It doesn't actually use the word 
"oscillosynchroscope" but that's what it is. You can lust after a 
picture of one at:

I've had this problem in the past especially with the RCA Voltohmyst type 
of VTVM which was made here in Australia by AWA. This one requres a 
switchable probe with a 1M resistor in series for DC and no resistor for 
AC/Ohms. I have made probes using narrow gauge PVC pipe and even ballpoint 
tubes. With some ingenuity you can fit a little slide switch (one with no 
exposed metal parts!!!) to take the resistor in and out. I have used metal 
phonograph needles for the probe tip, like the HP 410C.

If you change ISP (IntexNet Service Provider), simply send me an 
email advising the change, and I will do my best to implement the 
change quickly. 


For those unfortunates, whose ISP has made a change without advising 
their customers of the potential impact of that change on 
subscribers to email lists like the boatanchors, where one must 

be a subscriber to post to the list, try to follow along... 


Under some circumstances, the changes to your email address are 
"transparent" to you, but prevent posting. I get error notification 
for these kinds of problems, and I try to work them out. However, 

I may miss one, and on this end, the process is anything BUT 
automatic. 


You have a bigger stick than I do. You and your ISP have the primary 
responsibility to repair the problems caused by the change at the 
ISP. I have zero leverage with your ISP, and you have great leverage. 


Most ISP maintain a customer service department to help with problems 
like these. This should be your first line of support for email 


problems. I am happy to assist and consult, but try to understand 

that when your ISP makes a change to their email handler, and that 
change prevents you from posting to the boatanchors list, I can help, 
but resolving this problem is your responsibility, working with your 
ISP. I am but a volunteer, contributing my time to administer the list.
